NORRIS WILL ASK

Blackmer, head of the Midwest Re- 
fining Co., and James E. O'Neill, 
head of the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Co. By juggling the sale and pur- 
chase of oil, the owners of the 
company accumulated a synthetic 
profit of $3,000,000, all of which 
was invested in Liberty bonds, part 
of which were used to corrupt Fall.

Standard Oil Head Likely Witness. 


Stewart, one of the leaders of 
the oil ‘industry in thfs country, 
undoubtedly would be called. He 
would be asked to tell whether he 
was a member of the outfit that 
bribed Fall. If he denied it, he 
would be asked why he guaranteed 
a fake corporation, thus enabling it 
to make a profit of about $1,000,- 
000 at the expense of his stockhold- 
ers. Sinclair also would be called. 
His position, however, is now 60 
desperate that no embarrassment 
would matter to him, and he would 
be expected to plead the danger of 
self-incrimination in order to es- 
cape testifying. Blackmer and 
O'Neill, who have been ‘hiding out 
in Europe for two years, defying all 
efforts of the Gavernment to obtain 
their testimony in the oil cases, 
probably could succeed in prolong- 
ing their vacation.

Nobody supposes that he had 
any knowledge of the deal by which 
the Standard and Prairie stock- 
holders were squeezed for $3,000,- 
000: Through the action of their 
own officials, however, persons 
who admire Rockefeller for his 
public benefactions and his pro- 
fessed devotion to honest business 
methods, have wondered why he 
has not taken measures to bring 
those officials to an accounting for 
their acts. That is one thing Walsh 
might ask him. 

On the face of the record, it ap- 
pears that the stockholders of these 
companies were unwittingly made 
to furnish the money with which 
Fall was bribed. Therefore it ap- 
pears that they would be interest- 
ed, not only in how it was done, 
but in what became of the re- 
mainder of the money. 


It has been thought reasonab!e 
to assume that because a part of 
the fund accumulated by the Con- 
tinental was used to defraud the 
Government, some of the remain- 
der likely was used for similar 
purposes, Persistent efforts by the

ON $12,700,000 
COUNTY BONDS 


Two-Thirds Majority Need- 
ed to Pass Each of the 
Four Propositions Being 
Balloted On. 


With an organized effort to get 
out an affirmative vote and none 
in opposition, -St. Louis 
voters, in a special election today, 
are’ deciding whether $12,750,000 
in bonds for public improvements 


shall be issued. 

Sponsors of the bond issue and 
the group of leaders of the unor- 
ganized opposition were agreed 
that probably 25,000 to 27,000 bal- 
lots would be cast during the day. 
Both sides desire a heavy vote, 
each with the feeling that «this 
would mean victory. A two-thirds 
majority is necessary for passage 
of each of the four bend propo- 
sitions, and it would be possible to 
approve some and reject others. 
The registration is 49,436. 

Secretary Hiller of the County 
Election Board estimhated the prob- 
able vote at 25,000. 

Early Vote Light. 


Ideal Indian summer weather 
after the polls opened at 6 e’clock 
this morning encouraged the hope 
for a heavy vote. The 121 pre- 
cinct polling places will close at 7 
o’clock this evening. and it is ex- 
pected only a few hours will be re- 
quired to complete the unofficial 
tabulation of results. As usual in 
the county, where many suburban- 
ites vote late in the afternoon, the 
balloting was comparatively light 
in the forenoon. 

The propositions are $10,000,000 
for roads, $750,000 for a new 
courthouse and jail, $1,000,000 for 
a public county hospital and $1,- 
000,000 for parks.

The good weather and the fact 
that farm work is ‘light at this 
season was expected to bring out 
more country voters than usual. 

Many volunteers recruited the

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—With J. 
H. Hilton, treasurer and director, 
missing today “under suspicious 
circumstances,” officials of the 
Longwood Missionary Fellowship 
announced the abandonment of a 
$15,00,000 campaign for a funda- 
mentalist training school. 

Coincident# with the announce- 
ment, officials expressed their con- 
ccrn over the identity of a myster- 
icus John W. English, whose sup- 
posed donation of $2,400,000  to- 
wards the school resulted in in- 
stalling Hilton as an officer of the 
organization. 

The statement of the board of 
directors read: “The . Longwood 
Missiorsry Fellowship, i{ncorporat- 
ed in Florida to build a home for 
retired and furloughed mission- 
aries -* Longwood, Fla., desires 
te announce that John H. Hilton, 
director and treasurer, has disajp- 
peared under suspicious circum- 
sit .ces and-by vote of the board of 
directors has been removed from 
his offices and all connection with 
the o anization. , 


“While it is believed that the 
treasurer has received no contribu- 
tions, it is requested that anyone 
who may have contributed kindly 
communicate with the secretary.” 

The project came before the pub- 
lic when Hilton last week an- 
nounced the start of the campaign 
and a contribution of $2,40°,000 by 
“John W. English,” whom Hilton 
identified only as the publisher of 
magazines worth $30,000,000. 

Because of this donation Hilton 
became associated with the under- 
taking, the Rev. L. W. Barnard, a 
director, said. 

“So far as we know,” said Bar- 
nard, “‘no funds have be 1 collected 
by Hilton.

AGAINST SHELTONS 


Convict Expected to Tefl of 
Aiding Them in Kincaid 
Bank Robbery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TAYLORVILLE, IIL, Nov. 39.-- 
When the Shelton brothers—Cari, 
Earl and Bernie, Southern Illinois 
gangsters—come to trial here Dec. 
19 for the Kincaid bank robbery, 
they will be confronted with @ gur- 
prise witness who is reported by 
State’s Attorney Preihs to have 
confessed having taken part in the 
robbery. 

The identity of this witness is 
earefully concealed, but it is known 
that he is a convict in an Illinois 
penitentiary. This much the 
State’s Attorney has admitted. Be- 
yond this point he would not dis- 
cuss the case when questioned to- 
day, except to remark that he ex- 
pects the testimony of this convict 
to corroborate that of Art New- 
man, Birger gangster, upon whose 
testimony before the grand jury an 
indictment was found. 

Newman, now eerving a life sen- 
tence in the Southern Illinois Peni- 
tentiary at Menard for the murder 
of Mayor Joe Adams of West City. 
Franklin County, was a sworn ene- 
my of the Sheltons with whom the 
Birger gang was at war. Mayor 
Adams was assassinated by Birger 
gangsters for harboring the .ghel- 
ton brothers in his home. 

The testimony of Newman is 
looked upon by State’s Attorney 
Preihe as of great importance, but 
not conclusive. He wil] testify he 
heard the Shelton brothers plan- 
ning the robbery and drove them 
as far as Taylorville to look over 
‘the ground and plan their escape 
in advance. He will testify he 
waited at Taylorville while they 
went to Kincaid in a taxicab and 
laid their plans, and heard them 
discuss the plans as he drove them 
from Taylorville to East St. Louis. 
He will testify further that the 
Sheltons later told of the robbery 
and that Bernie Shelton was shot 
in the leg and forced to drop $5000 
they had taken from the bank. 

State’s Attorney Preihs 
worked several weeks to corrobo- 
rate Newman’s statements, and 
now says he is ready for trial with 
the surprise witness who will fur- 
nish the missing link in his chain 
of evidence.

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TOKIO PALACE GIVEN 
MANY IMPROVEMENTS 


Japanese Rulers 
Structure for First Time 
Next Spring. 


By the Associated Press. — 

TOKIO, Nov. 29.—Like manhy 
other people in the worid, the Em- 
peror and Empress of Japan will 
have a “moving day” next spring. 
They will move some time in April 
from the Akasaka detached palace 
to the imperial palace, where all 
rulers, according to iron-bound 
regulation, must reside. 

The present Emperor and his 
young wife are the first Japanese 
sovereigns to live entirely in the 
modern Western style... They dress, 
eat and sleep according to the 
modes of the West, and the Aka- 
saka palace, built exclusively for 
Hirohito when he was the Regent, 
resembles the great modern pal- 
aces of Europe. 

Modern Improvements. 

The old imperial palace, thor- 
Oughly Japanese in architecture 
and fittings, is, therefore, being re- 
modeled and refurnished to con- 
form to the tastes of the new Em- 
peror. 

The late Emperor Taisho, who 
died last December, observed the 
Japanese customs and styles except 
at official functions. The newly 
remodeled palace will have every 
modern comfort familiar to foreign 
nations. 

One of the startling innovations 
will be a nine-hole golf course 
which is to be constructed in the 
imperial palace grounds. 

His Majesty is an ardent follow- 
er of Colonel Bogey and already 
has four golf courses at his other 
detached palaces. 

Private Golf Course. 

While the imperial palace, like 
the Akasaka palace, is in the heart 
of Tokio, its grounds are so spa- 
cious that there is abundant room 
for a nine-hole course of more 
than the customary 3000-yard 
length. 

Although a golfer, the Emperor 
does not ‘neglect his biological 
Studies, to which he is greatly at- 
tached. A laboratory for his  ex- 
clusive use is to be built at the 
palace. His present laboratory at 
the Akasaka palace will be  pre- 
served by the Government as an 
imperial relic. 


Special quarters in the palace 


‘are being fitted out for the Em- 


press and her two infant daughters. 
This will be the first time that an 
Emperor of Japan has kept his 
children in the same palace which 
he occupied, instead of placing 
them in the care of others at some 
adjacent palace.
